Vienna’s Example. 

In spite of a thousand disabilities, Vienna 
leads Europe in its housing policy. Like 
Germany, Austria has a Wohnungsamt, 
which has kept the rents of houses in the 
city virtually at their old war level. 
Private builders, therefore, have ceased to 
build altogether, since the game would not 
be worth the candle; and the work of pro- 
viding houses for the people has been 
taken over almost entirely by the muni- 
cipality, Vienna seems to have a more 
efficient corporation than Dublin, because 
its housing policy has been a remarkable 
success, and the city is surrounded now 
by a circle of little settlements, mostly 
inhabited by ex-soldiers, which serve as a 
model for Europe. The municipal council 
has struck a special rate on all house- 
holders for building purposes, and it ex- 
pects to raise 40,000,000,000 kronen, or 
about £120,000 every year, in this way. 


Also it has issued a loan of which six- | 


tenths will be tsed for the building of 
flats in the city, three-tenths for the ex- 
tension of suburban settlements, and the 
remaining one-tenth for repairs. While 
the municipality is doing a great deal 
towards the provision of new houses, it 
expects the individual to do his share, and 
every encouragement is given to citizens 
who are willing to build houses for them- 
selves with their own hands. One settle- 
ment, at Altmannsdorf-Hetzendorff, has 
been built entirely in this manner. A 
band of ex-soldiers undertook the job, 
starting with little wooden huts built in 
cabbage patches, and gradually extending 
their enterprise, until to-day four 
charming little house are 
finished, another four hundred are beiny 
built, and by the end of the present year 
twelve hundred will be fit for immediate 
habitation. The municipality did its best 
for these enterprising citizens, but they 
relied mainly on their own resources. 
They received a grant of some £36.000, 
and, forming themselves into a sort of co- 
operative society, bought their raw 
materials at the lowest possible prices, 
and set to work with a will. Every man 
bound himself to, give from 1,500 to 2,000 
hours of unpaid work to the settlement, 
and to give absolute allegiance to the laws 
which this miniature Republic enacted 
for its members. The British Society of 
Friends took a hand in the work, and the 
example of Altmannsdorf-Hetzendorff ns 
being followed by a number of other little 
settlements. Groups of artists, profes- 
sional men, even students, are beginning 
to build their own houses, and the work of 
reconstruction is proceeding apece. Of 


course such enterprise would not be pos-, 


sible but for the imaginative acumen of 
the .municipal authorities in the first 
place, and in the next place the practical 
patriotism of the Viennese people. Dublin 
continues to groan under the burden of 
the worst slums in Europe. Can it not 
learn something from Vienna's example?

Pit Ponies. 


The case of the pit ponies, the only four- 
footed toilers that machinery not 
ousted from the coal mines, is again dis- 
turbing the collective conscience of the 
British people. About seventy thousand 
of these ponies are employed in the in- 
dustry. Of course, the mind and senses of 
such an animal as a pit pony are so little 
understood that nobody can pretend to 
measure its relative happiness or enjoy- 
ment of life or the percentages of pleasure 
and pain that go to make up the sum tota] 
of its physical experiences. The most 
practical plea for the abolition of the pit 
pony is not that it is necessarily more 
miserable than other ponies—of that we 
are really incapable of judging-—but that, 
owing to the difficulties of supervision, it 
is less well treated, worse fed and more 
over-worked than horses abore ground. A 
miner's life is rough, and he does not 
hesitate on occasion to be rough in turn. 
Apart from actual cruelty, however, high 
standards of care and consideration for 
oneself or for others—sti]l less for 
animale—simply cannot subsist in the 
dismal bowels of the earth. The trouble 
is that nobody seems to be able to invent 
any method of mechanica] haulage that 
will. replace the pit pony’s efforts. 
Possibly, if the ponies were emancipated 
out of hand, the discovery might be made 
as a matter of necessity, whereas now, 
when it is-@ more or less academic pro- 
position, it fails to materialise. I+ is a 
question of £ s. d., however, and against 
this potent adversary sentiment seliom 
scores a victory. If pit ponies are 
abolished by law, electric haulage, which 
ia far more expensive, will become com- 
pulsory, and our coal will cost us more. 
A more crucial] test of the value of senti- 
ment than our willingness to pay another 
shilling or two per ton for our coal, in 
order to tree the pit ponies from their 
sérvitude, hardly could he devised.

THE SPRING SHOW. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRIRH TIMES. 

Sin,] am directed br the Committee af 
Agriculture to seek your co-operation in 
furthering the succeas of the coming Agri- 
cultural Show, to be held at Ballsbridge on the 
16th, 17th, 18th, and 19th met. This erent 
is quite distinct from the type of Spring 
Show in operation prior to 1914, which mainly 
consisted of a display of cattle for sale by 
auction, together with a show of implements. 

When, in 1919, the Scciety had to consider 
the revival of the various enanual events at 
Ballsbridge, it was decided that the time 
was opportune to establish a National Agri- 
cultural Show on lines similar to the Royal 
of England, the Highland cf Scotland and 
the Welsh National Shows, all of which bring 
together great displays of stock and machinery 
most necessary for the country they, represent. 
The animals are, in the vast majority, for 
competition only and aftefwards feturn to 
their farms for breeding purposes. 

The Royal Dublin Society during the past 
three years, under most difficult and tryin 
circumstances, has steadfastly ar im cg 
with some measure oí success, to build up a 
National Agricultural Show on similar lines, 
the need for which ia even more apperent 
to-day.. The opening of British porta to 
Canadian live stock creates that keener com- 
petition in English and Scotch markets, and 
the consequent necessity for grading up Irish 
stock, which, on account of climate and soil, 
can be produced to greater perfection than the 

resent standard. This can be accomplished 
if the best animals the country can produce 
are. brought together annually in friendly 
rivalry, to be judged by experts who are 
fully alive to the requirements of the times 
from a breeding standpoint. The practical 
demonstration thus aflorded to all breeders 
at such a Show, ia comparing and noting the 
opinions of the judges, is invaluable, 

With the object of establishing the Show 
on correct lines, and to be of real live educa- 
tional value to evervomte, the Society is this 
vear introducing lectures and demonstrations 
by the judges. The Department of Agri- 
culture are likewise seconding the Society's 
effort in a manner that should . practically 
demonstrate their desire to be of rerrice to 
everyone. interested in this country’s greatest 
industyy. The entries received are excep- 
tionally good, being actually an increase on 
previous years, and this in itself is an illnatra- 
tion of the necessity for such a National Show 
to-day. The railway companies have kindly 
responded to the Society is appeal for cheap 
travelline facilities by granting greater con- 
cessions than heretofore. 


Onee firmly established, the Committee are | 


confident that this annoal Show will rank 
first in importance in the agricnitural life of

He remained in 
the air for two hours, but the currents were 
not favourable for a uight to England. 

The airman’s “‘ airette,”’ as it is called, is 
of the Devoiture type. The fifteen horse- 
power engine is employed to give initial and 
emergency steering power. It does not, of 
course, develop anything like enough power 
to maintain the aeroplane in the air or drive 
it forward. The aviette is propelled by the 
varying air currents which are “ collected ”’ 
by the ingeniously arranged wings and planes 
of the machine, and. utilised as motive power. 

. The pilot flew this machine about a fort- 
night ago, with a seven horse-power engine, 
for which he has substituted a more power- 
ful one of French design in order to comply 
with the requirements regarding the prize for 
which he was competing. i

CARPENTIER WINS. 
70,000 SPECTATORS AT BOXING 
MATCH.

At the Buffalo Velodrome this afternoon 
Georges Carpentier knocked out Marce! Nilles, 
who held the title of Champion of France, in 
the eighth round, owing his victory one more 
to the famous short right hook to the jaw, 
with which he has brought low so many 
early opponents. 

The end was reached in a scene of the 
greatest excitement, and provoked a demonstra- 
tion in favour of the victor. 

The Buftalo Velodrome, Me scene of 
Carpentier's defeat by Siki seven months ago, 
was filled to<iay by a crowd which could not 
have numbered less than 60,000 or 70,000 
people, and exceeded that which witnessed 
his downfall. 

Marcel Nilles turned ihe scale at 12st. 3ib., 
being thus 2}lb. heavier than his opponent. 
He was obviously in the pink of condition. 

First Round—Slightly in favour of. Nilles. 
Carpentier appeared nervous. 

Second Round—Nilles hit Carpentier about 
as he wished, and the latier began to look 
flurried. 

Third Round—Nilles landed several times 
on Carpentier’s nose, which commenced to 
bleed. profusely. At the end Nilles was all 
over his opponent 

Fourth Round—Carpentier scored rapidly 
with right and left “to the head and body. 
Nilles, however, at the end of the round had 
Carpentier groggy op the ropes. ta 

Sixth Round-—Carpentier fought viciously— 
even wildly. Nilles received heavy punish- 
ment, and went down íor six as the result of 
a blow that seemed very low. There were 
angry cries of “‘ foul.”’ 

Seventh Round—Nilles again took terrible 
punishment, but fighting back broke even on 
the session. 

. Last Round—Carpentier landed two heavy 
blows. A left hool, followed by a right to 
the jaw, brought Nilles cown for the count. 

Carpentier is very far from new] in his old 
form, and Joe Beckett will, probably, have a 
much less formidable opponent in the summer 
than when he last met him.

‘Workmen in blue overalls, mounted on fire 
escapes, have been labouring all day in the 
scorching sun putting the final touches on the 
Roman decorations that will greet King 
George and Queen Mary to-morrow afternoon. 

Romulus and Remus and the Wolf rub 
shoulders everywhere with the Lion and the 
Unicorn. The gay garlanded poles that line 
the route of the Royal procession would seem 
more familiar to schoolboys than to their 
elders, for each one is crowned with the 
**S.P.Q.R.” of old Rome, and it is not till 
you look a little closer that you find the 
monogram G.R. linking up the mightiest 
Empire of the ancient world with the 
mightiest Kmpire of to-day. 

It is plainly going to be a great week for 
historical parallels, as well as for the brilliant 
ceremonial, in which Rome excels now as 
she excelled two thousand vears ago. 

The heat wave struck this city, too, and 
the bine of the sky is more intense than 
anything home-keeping Britons can well 
imagine. If it were not for State matters we 
should all be investing in linen suite and 
panamas, instead of silk hats and morning 
coats. 

On arriving the first engagements of the 
King and Queen is a visit to the Queen- 
Mother, the widow of the murdered King 
Humbert, at her palace. This is a typically 
graceful act, for Queen Margherita holds a 
place in popular affection, not dissimilar to 
that of Queen Alexandra in England. 

An exchange of greetings with the Italian 
Royal Family will, of course,. have taken 
place earlier at the station. . 

TO MEET MUSSOLINI. 

At four o'clock, King George will receive 
in audience the Italian Prime Minister, 
Signor Moussolini, and shortly afterwards will 
set out for a drive through the most interest- 
ing parts of the city with Senator Professor 
Lanciani, the famous expert in antiquities, 
as guide, .

THE UNKNOWN WARRIOR. 

A great popular ceremony will be the visit 
to the grave of the Unknown Warrior on 
Tuesday morning. [taly claims to have origi- 
nated the idea of the Unknown Warrior and 
to have given him the most imposing burial 
place of all the Allied nations, thongh she 
was the last to perform the great symbolie¢ 
act. 

The grave is in the middle of a gigantic 
fight of marble stairs leading up to the King 
Victor Emmanuel Memorial, and the Memo- 
rial itself, which, T should imagine, is the 
biggest modern marble structure in the world, 
affords an almost sensationally gorgeous set- 
ting in brilliant weather, such as we are hae- 
ing, for State pageantry on the dramatie and 
chromatic lines beloved by thé Roman popula- 
ton. 

The. afternoon is to be spent in visiting 
relics of the past, among them the l’orum and 
the Catacombs.

IN THE VATICAN. 

By permission of the Holy See, I was » 
privileged visitor this morning to the apart- 
ments in the Vatican in whieh the audience 
will take place and through which the King 
and Queen will pass. They are to go first in 
the procession, throngh tae bronze gates openr- 
ing on the coliqnaded plazza before Si. Peter's, 
and up the great: stairease to the Clementine 
Hall, the magnificent ante-chamber, whose 
walls and ceilings are completely covered with 
historic and allegorical paintings. 

Here will be waiting many Cardinals in 
their scarlet robes, whose brilliance will, how- 
ever, be entirely thrown into the shade by 
the gorgeous parti-coloured uniforms of the 
Pope's Swiss Guard, which, as I. saw them 
to-day, appeared the most marvellous sarto- 
rial creations in the: world. 

The whole environment and personnel of 
this Papal reception will, indeed. make Eng- 
lish attempts at ceremonial appear simply 
provincial. 

Five more ante-rooms, very «mall, but each 
containing wondertul old furniture and a noble 
crucifix, and one a throne—for this is known 
as the Greater Throne room—lead intd’a tiny 
chamber, from which there is no exist, the 
whole series thus forming a cuí de sac. 

This is the Lesser Throne room, only used on 
very special! occasions. The walls are covered 
with crimson eilk brocade, and in the four 
corners stand four marble busts of the four 
Pones who took the name of Pius. 

Two extra thrones will have been placed 
here by Wednesday, and, seated in them, the 
King and Queen will converse in the strictest 
privacy with Pope Pius XI. A fine oil paint- 
mg ot his immediate predecessor, Benedict 
AYV., will look down on the historic group. 


U.S. AND THE LEAGUE.

LORD ROBERT CECIL INTEH- 
VIEWED ON HIS MISSION, 
From Ove Dirtomario COnRESPOKDENT,. 
LONDON, Sunday. 

Lord Robert Cecil, accompanied by Mrs. 
Gliver Strachey and Mr. Philip Baker, reached 
Southampton on the Ulympic on Saturday on 
his return from his American tour. 

During his three weeks on the other side of 
the Atlantic he spoke on an average twice a 
day in different cities in the United States and 
Canada 

“do not clann,” Lord Robert said to ma 
on the Olympic, “to have converted America 
to the League of Nations. Far from it. What 
I think my speeches have done is to put ‘the 
League definitely on the map in the United 
States, and centred liscussion round it again 
Lhat, of course, may have its reaction m 
stimulating opponents of the League into new 
activity, and it is possible that some of this 
opposition may be directed against the idea 
of America’s joining the Court of International 
Justice. 

“There is no question about Americas 
interest in the League. Every meeting I haa 
was crowded and attentive, and the questions 
asked showed what serious thought was being 
riven to the subject. I was told, by the way, 
that one of the reasons for such succese as | 
enjoyed was the mere fact that 1 was an 
Englishman, and everything [ heard eung- 
gested that the Bputation of this country has 
rarely stood so high as it does to-day m 
America.” 

IT asked Lord Robert what American 
audiences mainly wanted to know about the 
League. 

It appeared that they were concerned 
primarily about Article X, about the six 
British Empire votes in the Assembly, and, 
abave al], to know why the League was not 
settling the Rohr crisis. 

Article X, he declared himeelf ready, if 
necessary, to jettison, -:.d on the British 
Empire vote, he usually satisfied questioners 
by pointing out that, in the first bhen, what 
connted at Geneva was not votes but influence. 

In Lord Robert’s own mind the. vital ques- 
tion regarding America, so far as the League 
is concerned, is whether its supporters, who 
are at last coming into the open, can make 
headway and vitalise the mass of latent pro- 
League feeling that undoubtedly ericts. 

One interesting arrangement he was able to 
make in the course of his visit was that the 
Assembly sermon in Geneva Cathedral next 
September shall he preached by. perhaps, the 
best known of American Episcopalians, 
Bishop Brent, who in St. Paal’s 
before the King and Queen in the week 
America antered the war.

CREW’S WINE RATION,

The Quai D’Orsay confirms the report that 
& vigorous protest has been sent to Washing- 
ton on the sabject of the United States Su- 
preme Courts decision prohibiting liquor on 
all ships within the American territorial 
waters. 

This protest, I understand, is based strictly 
on the legal application of the Supreme 
Court’s decision, and contésts the validity of 
a ruling which imposes the law of one coun- 
try on the territory of another. The French 
experts hold that the ships of a country are 
recognised under international law as the 
territory ©. that country. : 

The Note ia already on its way to Washing- 
ton, but the text will probably not be made 
public in Paris until the Washington Govern- 
inent has given it out in America. 

Special importance attaches to the Sapreme 
Court’s prohibition ruling from the French 
point of view. The ruling does not allow 
for the wine consumption of a foreign crew 
while in port in New York. French naviga- 
tion, with French crews, would be seriously 
crippled by a strict application of this rule. 
the French Foreign Office holds. Since the 
xsovernment of France subsidises its merchant 
marine, it would be manifestly not feasible to 
operate it with toreign crews. French crews, 
it is held, srould not serve without their cus- 
tomary allowance of wine with meals. This 
brings the situation of French navigation to 
an 1:8 paser. i 

The Foreign Office believes, however, that 
representations to the American Government 
will produce a modification of the ruling so 
as to permit. at least the customary allowance 
of ordinary wine to the French Lines’ crews,

Both branches of the New York State 
Legislature have.adopted a bill for repealing 
the Mullen-Gage Law for the enforcement of 
the Volstead Prohibition Act. The measure 
hecomes a thirty-day bill, subject to public 
hearings before the Governor, Mr. Smith. The 
Governor is then expected to sign the bill. 

The effect will probabiy be a complete 
stoppage of the New York State efforts to 
enforce prohibition. It is, speculated that 
State troopers will be withdrawn from the 
Canadian border, but Federal agents will in 
all likelihood fill the gap. H the repeal goes 
through thousands of defendants in the New 
York State Courts will be freed, as prosecn- 
tions will then be in the hands of the 
Federal Conrt’s agencies. 

When the news of the New York Lezis'a- 
ture’s action reached Mr. Wayne B. Wheeler. 
General Counsel of the Anti-Saloon League at 
Washington. he declared that “a délirinm 
grips New York,”’ but added that . more 
agents would be shifted there to curb the 
expected unexampled disregard of 
prohibition. 

Mr. Orville S. Poland, counsel of 
Leacue in New York Stete, predicted that 
New York City was about to enter on the 
“ wettest ” era in its history if the repeal was 
confirmed. “New York will become the 
prev. of bootleggers, and everything will von 
wide open because the places selling liquor 
will be unlicensed,’ asserted Mr. Poland. “ Tn 
the old davs the drink evil was corbed br 
atrict licence. but now it will be ‘wetter’ 
than ever.” 

Prohibitionist. leaders imdicated that every 
effort would be made to prove that the repea!
